TELLS OF VISIT 
TO LETHBRIDGE

After reading the invitation in 
The Call for farmers to visit the 
Lethbridge: Experimental Farm on 


July 15, 1 decided to go down, and as 
I have two daughetrs living in Leth- 
bridge, I also made jthem a visit 
thus killing two birds at one time so 
to speak. 

‘Well, [ am very glad I went down. 


That farm is certainly worth seeing. 
At this time of the year on would 
think he had landed in California, in- 
stead of what is generally consider- 
ed one of the driest parts of Alber- 
ta. 

The results which has been brought 
about in the short space of 2U years 
is marvelous, when we consider thai 
before that time it was open bald, dry 
prairie, Of course, the transforma- 
tion is chiefly owing to irrigation 
and the water filled ditcnes is what 
gives life to the whole thing. 

There are a great number of mag- 
nificent looking poplars grawing In 
various places in the farm, sueltering 
the grain, fruit and vegetables and 
the size and height of these poplars 
is wonderful. My thoughts went back 
ef my splendid poplar plantation 
that passed out after 15 years, dying 
fom: lack of water. 

There are a number of fine grain 
plots on the farm, showing what ir- 
rigation will do, and also what rota- 
tion on dry farming land will do. As 
1 have no irrigation in my district 
that part did not interest me, but | 
looked mostly over the dry farming 
plots and here are a faw facts shown 
by years of experimentation, which 
are of much interest, 

Nine rotations have been establish- 
ed on dry land. These include the 
usual practice of the district of al- 
ternating ‘wheat and fallow and tww 
years of wheat after fallow, also 
a fleld planted to wheat every year. 
Nome of these plots received any 
manure. So far the manure and 
legumes in the rotations do not seem 
to have increased the yield of gram 
to any marked extent excepting in 
wet years. From the stand point of 
profit none of the crops have been as 
valuable as wheat. 

The seeding of either alfalfa or 
gweet clover with a nurse crop on 
dry land has not been wetaiacions 
in any but the wettest years.. 
fact the difficulty of getting ee. 
crops started in dry seasons makes 
their growing haqirdous here. The 
field where wheat is grown every 
year maintained itself jor ten years 
quite well, with good yields in wet 
years and poor yields when the sea- 
eon was dry. 

Comparing ploughed and ploughless 
fallows the yields of wheat have 
averaged 1.85 bushels per acre more 
on the ploughless fallows than on 
those that were plaughed. 

The horticultural part of the farm 
was to me the most interesting part 
of all, The main purpose of this 
work is to demonstrate the possibil- 
ities of making an attractive farm 
howe by the growing of trees, shrubs, 
flowers and vines, so that it may be 
comfortable and inviting as well as 
@ pride to the owner. 

There is quite a large orchard on 
the farm containing apples, plums and 
small fruits, such as raspverries, cur- 
sents red, yellow) and black, and 
atrawberries. The fruit trees as 
well as the small fruit bushes were | 
loaded with fruit, The crab apples 
and smaller apples I have in my gar- 
will compare favorably with those on 
the tarm, but ther were large num- 
bers of standard apples, which I 
hdve not got, such as Wealthy, Duch- 
es, Yellow Transparant and others. 
Practically all the plum trees and 
sand cherry bushes were loaded down 
with fruit, 
There were some splendid vegetables 
owing to plenty of water and flowers 
galore. A number of very excellent 
hedges, composed of caragana, ash, 
buckthorn, laurel willow, contenest- 
er. etc, were grown to show farmers 
what can be grown in hedges. 
peveral hours in the afternoon were 
set anide for speeches by the Hon, 
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other notables. It looks as if: a ted

CARE OF THE STRAWBERRY 
PLANTATION AFTER 
FRUITUNG 


(Experimental Farm Notes) 

What to do with a strawberry 
plantation after it has over fruited is 
a question frequently asked, 

It is not possible to answer this 
question in any rule of thumb way; 
a great deal depends upon the condi- 
tion of the plantation, If a planta- 


tion is full of weeds, like couch 
grass, or if it is very patchy it is 
better to plough it up. If, on the 


other hand, it is a well vined planta- 
tion, reasonalby free of weeds, it 
may pay to practice renovation. 
Renovation is accomplished in dif- 
ferent ways but it should be remem- 
berd that the strawberry plant is 
not really a true perennial and must 
be permitted to renew itself by the 
foumation of new runners or the forme 
ation of a new crown with a new 
noot system. If the old plantation is 
left without attention the plants are 
liable to be so crowded that such re- 
newal will be difficult. It is generally 
advisable therefore to cut down the 
rows to a narrow width and in doing 
this the best way is to spit the row 
in the centre leaving ont outside edge 
to form new runners, The outside 
edges contain the youngest plants 
and these generally form new ranners | 
wapidly.

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Life Means Change. 


Occasionally the writer of this column feels the urge to pass on to 
the readers of it some thought, or idea, or even complete article he has 
come across in his own reading, In surrendering to that urge this week, we 
pass on an article appearing in a little United States magazine which does 
not go into general circulation, which has no subscription list, but which is 
distributed free to a selected list of people in all parts of the world. That 
article follows: 

To prepare us for life in a world that is continually changing, that is a 
very small part of a universe in which nothing is or ever will be static even 
for the space of one brief second, humanity has been taught, from the 
earliest dawn of reason, to strive for permanence, security, safety, ease, 
something which we may accept as settled, Thus we find ourselves mentally 
and spiritually unprepared to meet the apparently sudden, unexpected 
changes which follow inevitably upon some wide-spread emergency. Instead 
of schooling ourselves to meet emergencies in their varied and unpredictable 
phases, we have preferred to be lulled or to lull ourselves :ntoa sense of false 
security, to surround ourselves with an atmosphere of spiritual anesthesia. 
Instead of taking life as a tremendous adventure—and it is this or nothing 
we delude ourselves into the belief that we have made of it something rest- 
fully secure, that we have created, in some measure at least, a lasting order 
of things. And we commit the added absurdity of telling our children that 
these things are so, when our whole experience, the experience of all 
humanity proclaims them to be utterly false. | 

How different would have been our reactions to the experiences of the 
last three uncommonly trying years had we been free from the tradit‘onal 
fear of change. And why should we fear change when it is the most certain 
thing that life brings us? It is the very essence of life; the vital germ of 
growth; the stimulus toward achievement; the point of far-flung outlook) 
along the road of progress. Change gives life its vitality; lends it sparkle 
and variety and fhe lure of glorious adventure; makes it worth living to 
those who have learned the most precious, most helpful of its secrets. 
Acceptance of this fact is the one royal way to spiritual freedom, and in 
spiritual freedom lies the only assurance of surety, of permanence, of 
safety, of ease to be found in all the range of created things. For only when 
the spirit is free—free from delusions and superstitions and intolerances and 
fears and traditions and narrow prejudices and selfishness—free to venture 
where it will and when it will, is it prepared to meet, with profit to itself, , 
the ever unexpected possibilities and adventures of life. The accumulation 
of these spiritual profits is the one sure laying-up of treasure where neither 
moth nor rust can corrupt, and where thieves cannot break through and 
steal. It is the one treasure not subject, except in enhancement, to the 
vicissitudes of life. | 

The chief thing in living is life itself. The chief purpose in life should 
be to live it abundantly, joyously, zestfully; to savor each of its constantly 
varying phases; to get all we can out of it and to put all we can into it. We 
Should not fear to meet any part of it. We should prepare ourselves for the 
realities of life, frankly admit them as realities, and reap the fullest pcs:ible 
advantages from them. And if we do this we shall come to the inescapable 
conclusion that the genuinely desirable advantages of life have little if 
anything to do with material things. 

If we would enjoy life to the full, we must change our traditional 
attitude toward it. Instead of building upon the illusion of permanency, 
we must build upon the certainty of change-—constant change both within 
ourselves and in all other created things; physical, mental and spiritual 
change. For without change life could not exist. To imagine any possible 
permanency in life, anything static, anything unchanging even for the 
smallest period of our conception of time, would be to imagine our most 
fearful and hopeless conception of death. And life knows no death, only 
change, and continuing life. 

There is no thought in anything 1 have said here that we should not 
strive intelligently and courageously for some measure of stability, some 
temporary standard of thought and action, in our material affairs; but that 
in our thinking, our planning and our striving we never should for a moment 
lose sight of the realities of life, and that neither permanency nor absolute 
security is one of them. Our ideas of security, of any settled order of things, 
should be relative. They should be held loosely and subject to the certainty 
of change. In other words, we should prepare ourselves for change as for 
the one sure thing which life offers us. Our accumulations of things 
material should be secondary to our accumulations of things spiritual. The 
insecurity of materia] accumulations should make us value more highly the 
security of spiritual accumulations—our experiences, our memories, our 
generous and friendly impulses, our unselfish and tolerant motives, our 
whole attitude toward our fellows, our confidence in the eternal beneficence 
of life, our love of what is good, our desire for continuing human better- | 
ment, in short, all that our experience has taught us is most to be desired. 

Let us then accept life frankly as a glorotus adventure, and face it at 
all times cheerfully and bravely. Let us banish fear, fear of present 
insecurity, fear to venture because of uncetainty, aboye all else, fear of 
change. Let us be constantly prepared for change, ready to take advantage 
of it rather than to have it take advantage of us. Let us live our lives to the 
full and go forward cheerfully, bravely, confidently, and with light and 
hopeful hearts.
